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This notification is in response to the telephone inquiry to the Examiner of record on June 16, 2001, 
which is being treated as a request for clarification of the record that the above-identified application has 
not issued as a patent.

In view of the above, the USPTO 's publication (on June 24, 2003) of a patent document purporting to 
be a patent was in error. 

Accordingly, the following erratum will be published in the Official Gazette: 

All reference to Patent No. 6,584,524 to Koji Fukunaga et al. of Japan, for DATA 
TRANSMISSION APPARATUS, SYSTEM AND METHOD, AND IMAGE PROCESSING 
APPARATUS appearing in the Official Gazette of June 24, 2003, should be deleted since no 
patent was granted.
